Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was 
not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 13-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Kojima et al 
(Kojima)(U. S. 6,345,116). 

With respect to claim 13, Kojima discloses an image exposure apparatus (figure 1) 
wherein position accuracy information is stored in an internal accuracy storage means (column 4, 
lines 1-29). 

With regard to claim 14, Kojima discloses the position accuracy information is curvature 
correction information (column 7, lines 4-17). 

With respect to claim 15, Kojima discloses the position accuracy information is dot-pitch 
(pixel) information obtained from pixel information in a main scanning direction (column 6, lines 
52-67).
